toad company, the Illinois Central 
Railroad company and the Bates & 
Rogers Construction company, baa 
about come to a cloae. The action 
was brought by the firm of Hendrlcaf 
Miller & Marble, this city, and w-aa 
for |25.nno damages for the dea'h 
of White, who was killed while 
working In a big caisson In Tennes- 
see river where the ronhtruction com- 
pany was hnlldlny a bridge for the 
Illinois Central road. A MM pound 
bucket of cement was let down on 
White and the unfortunate worker 
crushed to death. The suit first was 
transferred to federal court where « 
verdict for the defendant as to 
Bates A Rogers company and the Il- 
linois Central was returned. Tha 
plaintiff In the meantime had ap- 
pealed and secured a reversal of the 
decision. Back to Livingston circuit 
court it went, and this week a trial 
was gone into. After hearing plain- 
iff* teatlmondv , the case aa to tha 
two railroads, was dismissed on per- 
emptory Instructions, and the matter 
as to the Bate* & Rogers company 
transferred Math to the federal court 
where the construction company al- 
ready ha* a Judgment in Its favor. 

'The point to consider Is thl*:" 
explained Attorney Grasshnm. "Will 
new trial have to be gone Into or 
will Judge Kvans announce that the 
first Judgment returned shall *tlck." 

The cuse of Mr*. Ruby Humphries, 
administratrix of C. M. Humphries, 
against the Illinois Central road, was 
dismissed on peremptory Instruction*. 
She sued for »2.niu» for the death of 
her hu*hand who waa killed by a 
falling timber from Tenneagee river 
Illinois Central bridge, then under 
rourse of construction. 

In the iase of William Edwards 
tgalnat the Illinois Central, a verdict 
for $1,000 was returned. He sued for 
$2,000 for Injuries sustained In being 
caught In a gravel slide at Orand RIt- 
ers. and one arm paralysed. The de- 
fendant will appeal.
